Our parents, our 
Principal and our teachers have become ail things to us, interesting 
themselves in our work and in our play, in our progress and in our 
success, and if disappointments and failures have crossed our paths, it 
was U\ them we went for advice and consolation. So it is, that while 
fully realizing the inadequacy of any words of ours to give due 
praise to those who have labored so unselfishly in our interests, that 
we cede to them a primal place in our memory as a token of grati- 
tude and affection of the Class of 1930,

HISTORICAL FACTS ABOUT RUTLAND 

We, who live in this comparitively small state of 'the great United 
States sometimes forget that our immediate surroundings have play- 
ed their part in the making of history. 

The story which I am about to trace for you— that of the de- 
velopment and progress of Rutland— must necessarily be rather 
sketchy, but I am sure that you will find many of the facts interest- 
ing as well as enlightening. 

The town of Rutland was chartered to the original grantees over 



twenty years before America became a free country. Before that 
time the town was a center of Indian trade and traffic. The fact 
that white men are said to have passed through Rutland as early as 
1730 becomes explained when we consider that Rutland lay in the 
direct line of travel from Massachusetts to Canada. 

In the year 1759 a passageway known later as the "Old Military 
Road 1 ' was opened across Rutland County. It extended from what is 
now Charlestown, New Hampshire, to Springfield, Wethersfield, 
Pittsford, Brandon, Shoreham and finally to Crown Point. This old 
road and the one cut out in 1776 from Orwell to Center Rutland 
via Hubbardton, were thoroughfares of great importance during the 
Revolution. 

There were two forts erected in Rutland for the protection of 
the settlers during these disturbed times. One was built in Rutland 
village at the beginning of the war, the other was built at Center 
Rutland soon after the organization of the Venn on t state govern- 
ment in March 1778, when it was decided to make Rutland the head- 
quarters of State troops* The State troops stayed at this fort, called 
Fort Ranger, until 1781 , when the presence of the British on Lake 
Champlain caused the removal of headquarters to Castleton. 

James Meade was the first white man to permanently settle in 
the town of Rutland, Reams could be written about the early set- 
tiers but let it suffice to say here that many left the deep impress 
of strong character and powerful intellect. 

Between the years 1775 and 1780 little public business was 
transacted. Rutland County was not organized until 1781, Prior 
to that time the town was a part of Bennington County. Almost 
every able-bodied man was fighting for his country and so, although 
there was some transfer of land before that time, there was no real 
growth of the town until after the War for Independence, 

After the election of 1780 the town officials were chiefly con- 
cerned in establishing and opening roads, in the overseeing of re- 
ligious matters and in other affairs of local interest. 

The first Rutland newspaper made its appearance in 1792 and 
was called "Herald of Vermont" or "Rutland Courier." The title 
was out of all proportion to the size of the paper. The sheet lived 
but three months, but on the eighth of December, 1794 its legitimate 
successor "The Rutland Herald" came from the press. Men were 
hired to distribute the newspapers every morning to the various lo- 
calities. 

Meanwhile the village had been expanding rapidly. The great 
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period of development, however, did not begin until the railroad era 
Of 1850 when the growth of the community was assured. An era 
of e [tensive building operations began; the viliane grew 'phenomenal- 
ly; manufactures multiplied; the marble industry developed; and the 
town entered upon a permanent career of thrift. As a result oi such 
a period oi' prosperity a committee was appointed to consider the 
subject of the incorporation of Rutland as a city. A complete charter 
was drafted and representatives from each town met to confer about 
it 

Rutland was incorporated as a city in 1892 but before that date 
she had parted with three segments of her original six miles square 
to form West Rutland, Proctor and the encircling ring that consti- 
tutes the town of Rutland. 

In the early days the present city was called familiarly East 
Rutland and Center Rutland was known as Centreviile. The city's 
original name was Social borough. 

It is interesting to learn about the type of houses and the gen- 
era] appearance of old Rutland. In the early days verandahs \vere 
larely seen. Every household that could afford it had great sheds 
at the rear, sometimes larger than the house itself for the accomoda- 
tion of cordwood which was the only fuel. 

The sidewalks consisted of planks before marble came into us€ 
and even during the Civil War, Center Street and parts of Merchants 
Row were lined with causeways built on trestles. The whole district 
west of the railroad tracks was once a swamp where muskrats 
abounded. 

There are some interesting monuments in Rutland. Among them 
is the bronze statue of the Green Mountain Boy and just beyond it on 
South Main Street a huge stone boulder has stood for years on which 
is inscribed the names of thirty-six heroes of the city who gave their 
lives in the World War, 

This town has been visited by many famous people, among them 
being, Presidents Grant, Hayes, MeKinley, Roosevelt and many other 
distinguished men and women. 

Rutland has always acquitted herself honorably in all transac- 
tions and with her relations with the world in general. It remains 
for us to go on uphoding her honest fame.

NATIONAL HONOR SOCIETY IN R. H. S. 

For some time educators have felt the need of definite recogni- 
tion and incentive to real scholarship in the secondary schools. For 
many years these schools, both public and private have attempted 
to recognize students of high standing by such methods as posting 
their names in the main corridor, granting them privileges or credits, 
excusing them earlier from school, giving badges, hanging a pennant 
or banner on the door of the room whose pupils have achieved the 
highest standard, by sending letters of congratulation to the parents 
or by giving successful pupils special mention at commencement. 
However, educators have felt for some time that these rewards are 
not on a level with the attainments of these students. For this rea- 
son some high schools formed societies for the purpose of recogniz- 
ing and rewarding high scholarship in the secondary schools. These 
societies grew, until, at a meeting of the National Association oi 
Secondary-School Principals in 1919, J. G. Masters of Omaha was 
appointed chairman of a committee to draw up a plan for a national 
scholarship society, The following year an outline of a constitution 
was drawn up by a committee at a convention held at Cleveland. 
That is the foundation of this society that for the secondary schools 
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is the equal of the Phi Beta Kappa of the colleges. 

As Art. 1, Section 2 of the Constitution of the Rutland Chapter 
of the National Honor Society of Secondary Schools indicates: "The 
object of this chapter shall be to create an enthusiasm for scholar- 
ship; to stimulate a desire to render service, to promote worthy 
leadership, and to encourage the development of character in pupils 
of Rutland High School." 

The first purpose in the article which I have just quoted is 
scholarship. Five per cent of the members who are chosen at the 
™d of the junior year and ten per cent of the seniors who are chosen 
before the end of the seventh semester must rank in the first third of 
their graduation class. 

The second purpose and one on which all the rest are based is 
service. The following characteristics make up service; (a) desire 
to perform thoroughly any assigned service in student government 
or school procedure; (b) readiness to show courtesy to visitors by 
acting as guide, selling tickets, looking after concessions, acting as 
big brother or sister to the underclassmen, or assisting students be- 
hind in their work; (c) cheerfulness and willingness to render any 
service to the school when called upon; (d) willingness to offer one's 
self as a representative of his class in interclass or interscholastic 
competition; (e) disposition to uphold scholarship and to maintain a 
loyal school attitude; (f) and most important of all, to render any 
worth-while service to the school, or through the school to the com- 
munity! 

Next, or third purpose to promote worthy leadership. Leader- 
ship is interpreted to mean: (a) demonstrating a degree of initia- 
tive in classroom activities which leads to higher scholarship for all; 
<b) showing initiative in promoting any high school activities; (c) 
successfully holding school offices, committees, chairmanships and 
other positions of responsibility ; (d) contributing ideas which may 
be incorporated in the civic life of the school ; (e) exerting a type of 
leadership that actively and wholesomely leads toward a fine leader- 
ship. 

Recognition in character can be obtained by (a) meeting in- 
dividual obligations to the school promptly and completely; (b) by 
demonstrating an honest spirit in his class work, and sincerity toward 
the teachers and student associates; (c) by actively helping to rid 
the school of bad influences and environments; (d) by upholding the 
ideals of the Christian organization of the school whenever occasion 
affords opportunity; (e) by constantly demonstrating such qualities 
as personality, honesty, reliability, promptness, achievement* and 
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morality as indispensable to the finest young manhood and young 
womanhood. 

The members of this society who are chosen before the end of 
the seventh semester comprise ten per cent of the senior class and 
are in two groups; active and graduate. 

Any member of the faculty can propose to the council the names 
of the pupils eligible for membership in the chapter, 

The council is a group made up of the principal and four or 
more teachers whom he may select. 

The officials of the Rutland chapter are: President, Patrick 
Hannon; Vice-President, Raymond Martin; Secretary, Jean McKay; 
and the treasurer who are elected by a ma- 

jority vote of the society. The treasurer is elected from the faculty 
council. 

The executive committee which consists of the faculty council 
and officers of this chapter has general charge of the meetings of 
the chapter, but, any action on the part of the committee can be re- 
viewed by the chapter. 

The regular meetings of this society are held once a month, 
and special meetings with the council's approval, can be held under 
the call of the president. 

The emblem, worn by the members of this society, is the key- 
stone and the flaming torch. The keystone has at its base the four 
letters S, L, C and S, which stands for the cardinal principals of this 
society. Scholarship, Leadership, Character, and Service, The flam- 
ing torch is the emblem of our purpose. The purposes symbolized by 
the following torch are these: "To bring forward in the light, to keep 
burning in our school high ambition for the enduring values of life, 
and to serve," 

The emblems were purchased with money acquired by selling 
candy at home games and by putting on a play, It is a very easy 
and likeable task to know that everyone does his share of the selling 
and working to buy the emblems. They will not only be the emblems 
of the society but a material thing to remember and what the society 
represents, 

The pledge administered by the president to the new members 
who repeat it after him, phrase after phrase is: 

"I pledge myself to uphold the high purpose of this society to 
which I have been elected, striving in every way, by word and deed, 
to make its ideals the ideals of my school," 

This society does place scholarship on a high level; it fosters 
ambition, for, the honor of being a member of this society is the 
highest goal in anyone's high school career!

THE VALUE OF THE RED AND WHITE 

The value of journalism in school life may not be readily ap- 
parent to the casual observer. As athletics and music for separate 
branches of school activity so the organization of literary endeavor 
creates another branch, Perhaps the greatest worth of such an 
organization lies in the fact that education already received is given 
a practical outlet which prepares one to a certain extent for a recog- 
nized profession. It is not only excellent general training but it gives 
specific experience in the lines of efficient management, judicious 
scrutiny and dependability. 

Turning such a field of opportunity into productive results is \\\ 
deed a worthwhile project. Magazines and newspapers are usually 
the mediums of expression used to accomplish this in the high school, 

Up to this year the only publication of Rutland High School has 
appeared in magazine form and has been recognized as an outstand- 
ing one of its kind in the state of Vermont. This year, however, the 
format was changed, and a newspaper was established which was to 
be issued weekly. This conversion of a magazine into a journalistic 
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sheet has been very interesting and has proven itself to be a success 
both financially and as a well written publication. 

The editorial board of the paper consists of an editor-in-chief and 
his assisting committee of seven associate editors. There is also a 
board of business administration containing three members and a 
board of faculty advisors consisting of two* 

The Red and White newspaper is on sale every Wednesday morn- 
ing and is distributed to the various home rooms at that time. To 
carry this out a very complete schedule has been arranged. 

On Monday the staff is ready for work on the issue of the week, 
Assignments are made covering the literary department and any 
available news. On the next day, Tuesday, the material for the liter- 
ary department is ready and "write-ups' 7 are given out concerning 
most of the events of the week. These are to be handed in on Wed- 
nesday, with the exception of late news which may be held over until 
as late as Monday morning. On Thursday jokes and exchanges are 
looked over and selected after which the material already handed in 
is taken to the printers, A rough draft or "proof is sent to the staff 
on Friday and in any vacant columns are inserted "fillers" which are 
kept on hand for such misjudgments as are unavoidable. The edi- 
torial department is conducted of course by the editor-in-chief and 
is held open until Friday night on account of comments which the edi- 
tor may consider it advisable to make concerning last minute con- 
tributions. 

Thus you see that on every Saturday night, all of the work for 
the issue of the next week, with the exception of late news items, 
has been submitted, corrected and typed for the printer. 

It is fitting at this time to speak of the value of the work out* 
side of the part it has played in the make-up of the paper. Journalism, 
which for the past few years has been included in the English course 
at Rutland High School has been greatly aided by the practical out- 
let afforded by the development of the Red and White, The paper 
takes pride in its strict adherence to the rules and ethics of the pro- 
fessional journalist. Products of the English classes are reprinted 
in our literary department, thus promoting and encouraging interest 
in composing the essay type of work and furnishing a goal for which 
all may strive with equal chance of success. The staff of the paper 
feels that because it offers more varied and more frequent experience 
the high school paper as an organ of expression is to be preferred 
to a magazine- Besides the benefits which I have enumerated the Red 
and White finds that its coffers are sufficiently filled to enable the 
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printing of a year book representing the activities and graduation ex- 
ercises of the senior class. 

As one of the most outstanding merits of the Red and White I 
wish to mention in closing; the opportunity it offers for service. As 
a field of outside activity it stands out strongly and is already an 
inseparable institution of the school.

COMMERCIAL EDUCATION 



An education may be termed the key that is able to open the 
door to intercourse of all kinds, and insures the possessor of ingress 
into thought channels which strengthen all the spiritual and physical 
fibres that wind around the existence which we know as life* 

Countless students pursue the curricula in their respective schools 
because it cloaks them with the veil of respectability and a still 
thinner veneer of culture* An education of this sort is a misnomer 
as it lacks the vital quality that sponsors activity of all kinds — a 
definite purpose* When you contemplate a long journey, you are 
careful to know definitely every detail in the way, the how, the 
where, and who make up the journey. Business life is a journey, 
the beginning of which is the training, and the end of which is eus- 
cess or failure. It is as vital that the beginning for the journey of 
life be as carefully planned as your preparation for any other jour- 
ney, 1 desire here to propose the commercial education as one which 
leads to the largest and most promising field of opportunity, 

Year after year have seen classes graduated from high school. 
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A fair estimate of those intending to go on in the college course 
would he around 26%. Yet, if the rolls of the school are examined, 
it will be found that 50% or more are included in what is known as 
the libera! arts course, osr that course which prepares for higher 
education. This includes English, which emphasizes the rhetorical 
phase of the subject rather than the practical viewpoint, a foreign 
language, Latin or French, History, Mathematics and scientific 
courses. As I stated before, 50$fc or more are pursuing this curric- 
ula whereas about 25 % are going to utilize the benefits derived from 
it. When the remaining 25 % of non-deseripts are graduated they 
find themselves because of lack of funds unable to pursue their 
studies further* They have received a superficial knowledge of the 
fine arts and no practical instruction. The question confronting 
every one of these individuals is, "Where shall I look for work?" 
Well their brains might ponder over the question, for their education 
has equipped them to acquire ftot one single position that a super- 
ficial knowledge of the arts must give them. Let us face the ques- 
tion fairly- Is business looking for a person w r ho has a slight 
knowledge of history, and a still hazier knowledge of languages and 
science? Any open-minded person will immediately answer, "No/' 
Business is looking for typists, stenographers, bookkeepers. In short, 
business is looking for practability which translated into business 
terms means value for money paid out. 

Most parents in sending their children to high school err greatly 
when they advise the liberal arts course, believing that it will place 
a widening influence on the minds of the children, "We need, then t 
to be honest with ourselves and with the children/' says Angelo 
Patri, a well-known man in the profession of education. "Why give 
them a prolonged course in the classics while secretly hoping that 
they will come out as big business men, the full accent on the big 7 
What's the matter with big business that we are ashamed of it? Are 
we trying to teach the children one point of view while setting the 
stage for their living another? That will never do/ 1 

For nearly thirty centuries men have recognized the concrete 
wisdom of Solomon's proverb: "A wise man is strong; yea, a man 
of knowledge increaseth in strength." ^ et we have been slow in 
making its application universal to the race; however, we are begin- 
ning to understand that the power inherent in knowledge applies as 
well to commercial and industrial as to scholastic, political, and so- 
cial life, as well to the counting room as to the pulpit, as well to 
the shop as to the university* Knowledge is power. 

The day has passed when law, medicine and the ministry are 
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the only professions. We have been transformed from a nation 
primarily devoted to agriculture to one devoted to industry. The 
growth of commerce and manufactures, the extension of railroad and 
steamship lines, the telegraph and the telephone not only increased 
the volume of business but also made commercial activities much 
more complex than foiruerly. From these conditions arose a demand 
for a more extended business training for youth, and to meet this 
demand the courses of study in schools have been extended until 
now in the best schools they include Commercial Arithmetic; a 
thorough system of accounting; Shorthand and Typewriting; Com- 
mercial Law, Political Economy and Commercial Geography— all of 
which are taught in the Rutland High School. Bookkeeping, Short- 
hand and Typewriting are the main commercial subjects, and at one 
time were the only commercial subjects taught. Commercial Law 
and Office Practice were introduced in 1929, together with Commer- 
cial Geography. Problems in Democracy will be introduced in the 
course beginning September, 1930. A short study of the statistics 
will show the growth of high school commercial education. In 1893 
there were 15,220 public high schools enrolled in one or more com- 
mercial subjects; in 1918, 278,275; and in 1924, 430,975; or about 
thirty times the number in 1893. A study of another table will 
show that not only has the number of schools teaching commercial 
subjects increased but the interest shown by the students themselves 
in commercial subjects has likewise been aroused. In 1893 5% of the 
high school students were enrolled in commercial courses; in 1918 the 
number had increased to 14% ♦ Perhaps, to bring it a little closer to 
home, a glimpse of the enrollment in our own school would be of in- 
terest. In this graduating class, 22 students out of 150 are enrolled 
in the commercial course,, or about 14%. In the present enrollment 
of the entire school, 210 out of 710 students are included in the com- 
mercial course, or 30%. Whereas the commercial course used to take 
in two years and was taught by two teachers, it now take up a full 
course, or four years, and six teachers are required. 

This is an era of the greatest commercial activity the world has 
ever known. The development of business is one of the marvels of 
the new century. A few years ago, science, as a factor in commerce, 
was little known and less appreciated. The amazing advantages to 
business of intellectual attainments were utterly without recogni- 
tion. Today, however, business has become a contest in which the 
quickest perception wins, thus transforming the business offices in- 
to battlegrounds upon which brain matches brain for supremacy and 
success. 
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Dr. James Earl Russell in his article on "The Trend of American 
Education" says: "There is one educational principle that is peculi- 
arly American, It is that every man, because he is a man and an 
American citizen, should be liberally educated so far as circumstances 
will permit. A man according to our Magna Charta, is entitled to 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. The first business of the 
schools is to make life worth living-, liberty worth striving for, and 
the pursuit of happiness something for which no man need be ashamed. 
We need, in my opinion, one more article in our educational creed. It 
is this: In making a man, make him good for something/'

Of course we freshmen could not participate in any athletic pro- 
grams other than the class athletics. However we displayed our 
mettle in the latter activities by giving the upperclassmen a hard 
battle in the Interclass Basketball Tournament, The contest resulted 
that the lowly freshman boys won and the girls achieved second 
place in their respective tournaments.

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The work was directed by our illustrious orchestra leader, Mr. Phillips. 
Each school has its music department, and Mr, Phillips was respon- 
sible for the high standards and attainments of both the theatre and 
concert orchestra, in which several fellow classmates showed their 
skilL Much praise is due them, for had it not been for the orchestras 
how dull our assemblies and several entertainments would have seem- 
ed! 

We also proved our good citizenship in abiding: by the rules and 
regulation of the Tres Decern, a traffic system composed of Seniors. 
This system was the beginning of our student government 

And do you remember the lunches Mrs. Wilkinson served to us 
each morning at eleven? Their tasty appeal afforded a pleasant 
break in the morning schedule and made the unsatisfactory student 
accommodation more endurable. 

Under the spirited guidance of such efficient officers as Billy 
Rrislin, President; Ruth Wilkins, Vice-President; Mary Hodsdon f 
Secretary; and Ira Earle, Treasurer; we brought a year thronged with 
delightful memories to a triumphant close.

The winter sports team under 
Captain Burke which competed in the Bellows Falls Meet made a 
creditable record considering how handicapped the boys were in pre-

11 You bet we did. We had field hockey in the fall and basketball 
for girls during the winter season. We don't have inter-school games 
in hockey because it is a comparatively new sport among Vermont 
High Schools. However we had some interesting and stirring games 
among the classes. Our class gave six girls to the All School Hockey 
Team, The girls' basketball games were of great interest. The team 
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with two Juniors as regular members won five out of eight games, 

"Spring came at last as Springs are bound to do and with it 
Track and Baseball.
